Obama visits tiny 
town, pushes reform

QUINCY In Illinois on ^)(^dnesda}^ Presi- 
dent Obama hailed an apparent Senate 
breakthrough to regulate Wall Street, say- 
ing Americans must never again allow the 
financial practices that triggered an eco- 
nomic meltdown nearly two years ago. 

In a campaign-style speech, the presi- 
dent said he believes Congress can agree 
on a far-reaching regulatory bill. He said it 
must end taxpayer bailouts of failed banks, 
shine light on complex investments known 
as derivatives, grant greater protections to 
financial consumers and give stockholders 
more say in how Wall Street firms are run. 

He told about 2,300 people in this Mis- 
sissippi River town that he was pleased to 
learn that Senate Republicans apparently 
had agreed to let a financial regulatory bill 
reach the floor for debate. “The time for 
reform is now,” he said. 

Obama capped his two-day three-state Midwestern tour with one of his 
most sustained criticisms ofWall Street abuses. Some major firms, he said, 
had operated like casinos, setting up investment instruments in which 
they would win and some consumers would lose, no matter which way a 
commodity moved. 

Some financial executives had acted as though they were playing with 
“Monopoly money” he said, and stockholders should have more say in 
what these executives are paid and how they run their businesses. 

Obama disputed claims that legislation before Congress would lead to 
further public bailouts of banks. He said he wants to make sure the tax- 
payer “is never again on the hook when a Wall Street firm fails.” 

Obama this week is trying to explain how his administration’s agenda 
over the past 15 months would benefit the middle class, sometimes deliv- 
ering that message one person at a time. After picking up a cheeseburger 
and french fries in tiny Monroe City Mo., Obama stopped to greet a 
small group of employees at a local insurance agency across the street.

Big Z not only one 
demoted in life 

Carlos Zambrano’s demotion last week from the Cubs’ starting rota- 
tion to a setup role in the bullpen has been on my mind— and not 
because I’m a baseball fan. 

Rather, it echoed all too familiarly my own demotion years ago— 

I was just 6 years old— when my parents took me aside and broke the 
news that I had been removed of older-sibling status in our family 

“Your mother and I have discussed this, and even though she’s just 
4, your sister is now the older sibling,” my dad calmly explained. To 
which my mother, fighting back tears, added, “She knows how to tie 
her own shoes.” 

And even though I learned an hour later to tie my shoes, the new 
family order stuck. 

My parents, of course, couldn’t imple- 
ment the policy across all areas of life. They 
met with resistance, for example, when 
trying to replace me with my sister in my 
first-grade class. And years later they were 
brought up on charges for switching in a 
photo of my then-14-year-old sister on my 
brand-new driver’s license. 

But overall the switch was remarkably 
effective. Even the Jewish religion put aside 
5,0 00 -plus years of tradition to accommo- 
date us when my father received permission 
from the rabbis to declare my sister the 
rightful heir to the family plot in our shtetl. 

More immediately, in day-to-day matters, my sister always had 
the higher allowances, the later bedtimes and permission to watch 
R-rated movies. I, on the other hand, had her hand-me-downs, even 
when they didn’t fit and clearly were not gender-neutral. 

By the time I was 13 and my parents were paying my older, ii-year- 
old sister to baby-sit me, I had stopped questioning our positions 
in the family altogether. Ultimately, I so thoroughly embraced my 
younger-sibling role that through sheer force of will I held off on 
puberty until I was 17 and my sister had already gone through it. 

Today when I ask my parents about their decision, they feign igno- 
rance and claim it’s another of my fanciful memories of childhood. 

“But what about me wearing my sister’s tight-fitting clothing?” I 
ask. 

“We took you to a psychologist for that,” they reply 

Yet my older sister is more or less in agreement with me. “I don’t 
know if it was ever made formal family policy but there’s no doubt 
I’ve always been the mature one,” she says. “Listen, I’ve got to go 
prepare a brief for a court case.” 

“Right, and I’ve got to finish up my column for RedEye.” 

OK, so it’s not completely analogous to the Zambrano situation. 
But I’ve been impressed with how Big Z’s handled things so far. We 
both know demotions are never fun.

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"Her family deserves justice’ 

Bucktown bat attack victim speaks for self, Irish friend from hospital bed

Days after being brutally beaten while 
celebrating with a friend in Bucktown, all 
Stacyjurich wants is justice. 

And that she and her friend, Natasha 
McShane, get their old lives back. 

“We just would like to make sure that 
the individuals that did this terrible, ter- 
rible thing are sentenced and are put be- 
hind bars and do not have the opportunity 
to hurt another person and another fam- 
ily another neighborhood for that mat- 
ter,” Jurich, 24, said Wednesday from her 
bed at Advocate Illinois Masonic Medical 
Center, where she is suffering from sei- 
zures and short-term memory loss. 

Both women suffered skull fractures 
and brain swelling, according to authori- 
ties. McShane, 23, has been transferred to 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital, where 
she is in a drug-induced coma, they said. 

Speaking in a soft voice, sometimes stam- 
mering as she stiU struggles to speak, Jurich 
also said her “mission” is to see that she and 
McShane recover— both their health and 
their lives. 


Suspect held without bail 

A Cook County judge says he won’t set 
bail for a 31-year-old man suspected of 
beating two women with a baseball bat 
last week in Bucktown because he poses 
too much of a danger to the community. 
Heriberto Viramontes is charged with ag- 
gravated battery and armed robbery in 
last Friday’s attack in which Stacy Jurich 
and Natasha McShane were knocked un- 
conscious and their purses were stolen. 
Viramontes’ girlfriend, Marcy Cruz, faces 
the same charges. Her bond hearing is 
scheduled for Thursday. 

On Wednesday, Judge Adam Bourgeois 
ordered Viramontes held without bail 
because he didn’t think there was any 
bail amount or other conditions he could 
impose that would protect the commu- 
nity. AP 


“My desire is to speak on behalf of Nata- 
sha and myself because she, unfortunately 
can’t right now,” Jurich said in her first ex- 
tensive interview since the attack. “Her 
family deserves justice. 

“I plan to put my time and effort to

make sure that justice is served for not just 
Natasha but her poor family” 

Jurich also wants to do more to fight vio- 
lence against women. 

“My personal mission is to make sure 
that people are aware and, more impor- 
tantly that women realize that we can 
make an extra effort to try and be safe,” she 
said. “But you never know. It can happen 
to a man, it can happen to a woman. Un- 
fortunately women just happen to be the 
individuals who are the target.” 

McShane is from Northern Ireland but 
has been in Chicago since January while at- 
tending graduate classes at the University of 
Illinois at Chicago. Her mother, father and 
sister have flown here to be at her bedside.

Chicago 
still has 
wealth of 
languages

A new report on the nation’s linguis- 
tic diversity, released Wednesday by 
the US. Census Bureau, documents 
how language diversity bragging rights 
once held by Chicago— about a century 
ago— now belong firmly to New York 
and L.A. Both those cities have great- 
er concentrations of foreign language 
speakers than we do. 

That is not to say the king’s English 
hasn’t continued to give ground to other 
tongues in and around the Windy City 
In Middle America, Illinois is unrivaled 
as a home to transplanted cultures: 
21.8 percent of residents now speak 
something other than English around 
their dinner tables, the report said. 

Chicago still has more Polish speakers 
than any other American city Its endur- 
ing linguistic stew ranks it among the 
top four cities with speakers of Arabic, 
German, Greek, Gujarati, Hindi, Hun- 
garian, Italian, Korean, Russian, Serbo- 
Croatian, Spanish and Urdu. 

Spanish now is spoken by almost 
a million people in Chicago and its 
nearby suburbs — a number equal to the 
one-third of Cook County residents 
who report knowing only English, the 
report showed. 

“That’s the story of Chicago. It’s no 
longer No. i in foreign-language speak- 
ers, but it always comes in second, third 
or fourth,” said demographer Rob Paral, 
a Chicago-based research fellow with the 
American Immigration Law Eoundation. 

The new Census report, comparing 
data from 1980 through 2007, found that 
the number of US. residents 5 years and 
older who spoke a language other than 
English at home more than doubled in 
the past three decades to 55 million, or 
20 percent of the population. The num- 
ber grew at a pace four times faster than 
the overall population growth. 

Over that time period, the Census 
found 23.4 million more Spanish speak- 
ers nationwide, representing an increase 
of 211 percent.

McKinley Park on the Southwest Side saw 
its first homicides in at least two years when 
three men were found beaten to death in a 
car last week, according to a RedEye analysis 
of preliminary police data. 

Two of the men were 23 years old, accord- 
ing to the Cook County Medical Examiner’s 
Office. Chicago police would not release any 
information to RedEye about the third man. 

Meanwhile, five people were shot to death 
in the past week, as of Wednesday after- 
noon, according to a RedEye records review. 
The shootings occurred in Chatham, Grand 
Boulevard, Humboldt Park, South Chicago 
and West Ridge. The victims, four men and 
one baby girl, were between the ages of 
20 months and 34 years old, according to 
the Medical Examiner. 

Citywide, 42 homicides have been record- 
ed so far this month, RedEye found. Chicago 
police recorded 41 homicides in April last 
year, based on a RedEye analysis.

Open mic 
lands PM 
in trouble 

LONDON Britain’s bedraggled Prime Min- 
ister, Gordon Brown, walked into a politi- 
cal train wreck Wednesday after forgetting to 
turn off his microphone. 

He described a loyal Labour voter as a bigot 
for asking about immigration, blamed advisers 
for a “disaster” ahead of next week’s election, 
then rushed back to the voter’s house to beg her 
forgiveness. 

All the country could do was look on— in 
shock, amazement and sometimes glee— as the 
painful, riveting drama played out over TV and 
radio for hours. The debacle created a massive 
setback for Brown on the eve of the last TV de- 
bate ahead of the May 6 vote. 

Grandmother Gillian Duffy 66, met with 
Brown at a campaign stop in the northern town 
of Rochdale and questioned him about the in- 
flux of eastern European immigrants who have 
come to Britain. 

Brown brushed the question aside and ex- 
plained that Britons also were working in east- 
ern Europe, leaving in his car in a hurry and for- 
getting to turn off his microphone. 

“That was a disaster, they should never have 
put me with that woman. Whose idea was that? 
It’s just ridiculous,” Brown is heard saying. 
Asked what Duffy had said to upset him. Brown 
told the aide: “Everything. She’s just a sort of 
bigoted woman.” 

Brown later telephoned Duffy to apologize, 
then unexpectedly showed up at her home. 

Smiling broadly but awkwardly. Brown 
emerged 40 minutes later and said Duffy had 
accepted his apology Duffy stayed in her house 
and refused to face the cameras. 

“She has accepted that there was a misun- 
derstanding and she has accepted my apology,” 
Brown told reporters. “If you like, I am a peni- 
tent sinner.”

With Masters security gone, Woods 
goifs among the peopie at Quaii Hoilow

CHARLOTTE, N.C. Tiger Woods entered the room with little 
fanfare, and without the constant clicking of camera shutters. 

His press conference lasted only i6 minutes. The PGA Tour 
required an admission ticket for the media, although that 
wasn’t necessary There were 76 seats in the interview room, 
and 24 of them were empty 

On the golf course. Woods received warm applause when 
he was introduced on the first tee. The loudest cheer came 
at the end of his pro-am round Wednesday at Quail Hollow 
when he knocked in a 25-foot birdie putt before thousands of 
fans soaking up warm sunshine. 

“I have to say this feels a heck of a lot more normal than 
the Masters did,” Woods said. 

The Quail Hollow Championship is another step toward 
Woods trying to get back to normal, at least with his golf 



Everything about this tournament was go- 
ing to be different from Augusta National, 
where the world’s No. i player made his 
celebrated return to competition after five 
months of fallout from his extramarital af- 
fairs. Quail Hollow doesn’t have the magni- 
tude of the stage, the size of the gallery or the 
level of media interest. 

Even so, this is the first PGA Tour event 
Woods is playing where tickets were sold 
to the general public. The behavior was not 
much different from three weeks ago at the 
Masters, and Woods wasn’t surprised. 

“Ell tell you what, the people here have al- 


ways been very gracious, very excited about 
this event,” Woods said. “These fans here 
really get into the event, and again, with a 
great field like this, I think it’ll be another 
great week.” 

He caught a couple of jeers upon leaving 
the 1 8th green when he walked past fans 
wanting his autograph, but it was a claus- 
trophobic walkway toward the clubhouse, 
and Woods stopped about 30 yards away and 
signed for 20 minutes. 

He went out of his way to make eye con- 
tact with the fans, as he did at the Masters. 
Woods even posed for a picture with a kin- 


dergarten student on his way to the second 
tee. 

Woods is to start Thursday morning with 
Stewart Gink and Angel Cabrera, and he 
will play Eriday afternoon when the gallery 
typically is at its most vocal. If there are 
fans wanting to heckle him, that might be 
the time. 

“Whether they do or not, it’s happened 
before, and it happened before any of this 
ever happened,” Woods said. “I’ve dealt with 
that before. But as far as the fans here over 
the years, they’ve been great. There’s no rea- 
son why that shouldn’t continue.” 
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WOODS’ ALBATROSS 

Tiger Woods is still trying to find his rhythm after 
a five-month layoff, although he showed glimps- 
es during one of his practice rounds at home 
in Isleworth, Fla., with John Cook. He made the 
third albatross of his career with a 5-wood from 
260 yards on No. 17. “Never saw it go in," Woods 
said. “The green is slightly elevated, so I knew it 
landed on the green, and when we got up there, 
there was a ball mark and there was no ball. And 
that’s a pretty good feeling, especially when we 
had a few dollars on the line, too. That put me up 
on the last hole. So I was even more happy."

773-525-0600 
First-time restaurateur Scott Toth describes the ’za at his 
just-opened, brick-oven pizza spot as a cross between New 
York-style and Neapolitan. Get the bubbly-edged, thin-crust 
pies topped with any of 10 ingredients or try one of the eight 
specialty creations ($13-$18) such as the Diavolo (left), which 
Toth tops with hot soppressata, pepperoncini and red onions. 
Pizzeria Serio (that’s Serious Pizzeria en Italiano, by the way) 
opened Wednesday sans liquor license, so it’s BYOB for now. 


Flo & Santos

Pizza and other casual Italian eats share a bill with Polish 
fare at this 2-week-old South Loop spot from the owners of 
Zapatista. Sometimes the two cuisines even share a plate, 
as in the Flo’s Polish, a thin-crust pizza topped with kielbasa, 
sauerkraut and applewood-smoked bacon. If none of the 
eight specialty pies ($16-$22) catches your eye (there’s also an 
Italian beef version, complete with giardiniera, as well as more 
traditional options such as margherita, left), build your own 
from a roster of toppings nearly 30 strong.

Choose from 14 specialty pizzas ($12-$20), 
including a traditional Italian capricciosa (left, mozzarella 
di bufala, tomato, prosciutto cotta, mushrooms, artichokes, 
kalamata olives) and the Four Seasons, an original creation 
divided into quadrants representing spring (artichoke and 
zucchini), summer (arugula and shrimp), fall (mushroom and 
prosciutto cotta) and winter (smoked mozzarella).

A sea of options 


Good news: From the most happening 
neighborhoods to the most far-flung 
corners, Chicago is one of the greatest 
cities in the country for BYOB-ing. 
The bad news? Not all BYOB res- 
taurants (particularly new ones) will 
remain so. 

Liquor licensing takes a long time— 
so long, in fact, that for some new res- 
taurateurs, the immediacy of opening 
without a bar trumps potential loss of 
revenue and confusion about identity 
But eventually those licenses usually do 
come through. 

Sean Sanders, chef-owner of North 
Center’s Browntrout, weathered 
the wait well. Though his restaurant 
opened in May, a license didn’t appear 
until August. To avoid an identity 
crisis brought on by jumping from 
a casual bring-it spot to a don’t-you- 
dare, wine-list place, Browntrout con- 
tinues allowing diners to bring their 
own wines for a corkage fee of $20; 
any wine with a vintage older than 10 
years is corkage-free. 


Better still, the restaurant features 
a no-corkage night every Thursday, 
conveniently overlapping with the 
weekly chef’s tasting menu offered 
Sunday-Thursday A steal at $35 for 
three courses, the menu might include 
seasonal treats such as fried-crisp local 
walleye with a side of fresh garbanzos 
in a vinaigrette of the wild onions 
known as ramps. 

Bring It: Spring and summer are wed- 
ding seasons and, not coincidentally, 
wedding anniversary seasons. I’m often 
asked by newlyweds about when they 
should crack open that great cham- 
pagne they received as a wedding gift. 
Why not use a vibrant, oft-changing 
menu as inspiration to pull that special 
bottle from the cellar? There’s no 
better excuse than a great meal and 
a modest $20 corkage (or just a great 
meal, if you’re dining on a Thursday) 
to pop the cork on a bottle that recalls 
such a happy event. 

To us of the bubbles-with-everything 
school, nothing’s better than cham- 



pagne with Browntrout’s salty 
pommes frites ($7) dipped in gruyere 
fondue, house-made ketchup or 
mushroom-curry mustard. If you don’t 
have a special bottle in mind, because 
the menu changes so often, I recom- 
mend calling ahead to get the scoop 
on featured ingredients and then 
consulting with the experts at a neigh- 
borhood wine shop, such as nearby 
Provenance. 

A few parting tips: When bringing 


wine to any restaurant with a bar, don’t 
forget to offer your server a taste— and 
to remember her when you’re leawng 
a tip on your alcohol-free bill. And 
remember that bringing a bottle that’s 
on a restaurant’s wine list is considered 
uncouth.

Site says new feature gives you a better Web experience, 
but critics say it’s giving away too much information

Facebook’s new universal “like” button? Turns 
out, it’s not quite universally liked. 

RedEye chatted with Chicago Facebook users 
downtown Wednesday and found that few had 
even heard about the social networking site’s 
new platform that gathers data about users even 
when they’re on separate, partner sites. Face- 
book, which has 400 million users, launched the 
so-called “open graph” platform last week. 

Reaction has been mixed, according to peo- 
ple who spoke with RedEye. 

“I just got a creepy feeling,” said Melissa 
Wells, 25, of Norridge, who said she is unhappy 
with the new features and plans to disable them 
as soon as possible. From now on, she said, she’s 
“going to be a little bit wary” of Facebook. 

Not so for Amanda Clemente, 22, of Buck- 
town, who downplayed the changes because “ev- 
erything on the Internet is so connected anyway” 

“It’s not a big surprise,” she said, “but I can 
understand why some people would be pissed.” 

Specific data about users’ interests as well as 
their ages and other demographic information 
is a gold mine for advertisers, and Facebook is 
in a position to profit from that information, 
observers say 

“They want to know what their members 
are doing outside of Facebook so they can tar- 
get content and advertising to that specific in- 
dividual. They know what you’re doing within 
Facebook— who you’re chatting with most of- 
ten, what groups you’ve joined,” said Michael 


Hussey, founder and CEO of PeekTbu, a people 
search engine that gathers information on peo- 
ple and organizes it much as Google does with 
Web sites. By gathering user information— say 
from someone who spends a lot of time on 
hockey or football sites— Eacebook can create 
tailored Hsts of special interest groups. 

“To tie all of your onHne activities into one 
space can be pretty powerful,” Hussey said. 
“Everyone wants this sort of data.” 

Most Facebookers are famiUar with the “like” 
button, which allows users to tell their friends 
about a Web page, Facebook post, song, movie 
or product— anything they want to share. 

With the new feature that rolled out last 
week, users can now “like” things outside of 
the network; the Facebook “like” button can 
now be found on partner sites, and that infor- 
mation automatically will post on users’ Face- 
book pages. There’s another feature in “instant 
personalization” that lets some third parties 
take information from your public Facebook 
profile and use it to create targeted ads or spe- 
cialized content. Users are automatically opted 
in to this setting and have to shut it down if 
they wish not to share. 

Facebook says the new features promote so- 
cial networking and make Web browsing more 
personal. 

“The power of the open graph is that it helps 
to create a smarter, personalized Web that gets 
better with every action taken,” Facebook 
founder ATark Zuckerberg wrote on the Face- 


book company blog last week. 

In Chicago, more people who spoke to Red- 
Eye were against the new feature than were for it. 

“That’s a little bit of an invasion,” said Joel 
Hoekstra, 22, of the Gold Coast. He wondered 
about the ultimate intent of the new options 
and asked a question on many minds: “How do 
I uncheck that button?” 

Users are automatically opted in and have to 
undergo a time-consuming process of several 
steps to opt out— either through partner sites 
or on Facebook. 

Visitors to sites using the Facebook plug-in 
will see a bar telling them that it’s “using Face- 
book to personalize your experience.” There’s 
a “No thanks” link to opt out. The user has to 
opt out manually for each Facebook partner 
site he or she lands on. 

On Facebook, users can go to the privacy 
settings section and choose ‘Applications and 
^ 5 Cbbsites.”The last entry— “Instant Personal- 
ization Pilot Program”— has a command that 
disables the new features. 

But here’s the rub— your Facebook friends 
who don’t opt out still can share information 
about you. There’s a way to disable that too: 
Go to the “What your friends can share about 
you” in the “Applications and Websites” link 
and go through the options there— personal 
info, photos, videos, relationship status, etc. 
To completely hide information about you that 
your friends might have, you can individually 
block the three applications Facebook allows 
to pull information from your pubHc profile 
via your friends: Pandora, Yelp and docs.com, 
Microsoft’s word processing and spreadsheets 
service, redeye’s Georgia garvey, mct, ap contributed.

Facebook’s plan to 
spread its online social 
network to other web- 
sites could be detoured 
by regulators looking 
into privacy concerns 
that have raised the ire 
of federal lawmakers. 

Four senators said 
Tuesday that Facebook needs to make it eas- 
ier for its 400 million users to protect their 
privacy as the site opens more avenues for 
them to share their interests and other per- 
sonal information. 

The Federal Trade Commission already 
had been examining the privacy and data col- 
lection practices of Facebook and other social 
networks, the agency confirmed Tuesday 

Then last week, Facebook announced a 
proposed expansion that irked Sen. Charles 
Schumer (D-N.Y.) and, he says, many Web 
surfers who called his office to complain. 

Schumer thinks the onus instead should be 
on Facebook to get users’ explicit consent by 
letting them opt in Schumer sent a letter call- 
ing for simpler privacy controls to Facebook 
founder Mark Zuckerberg. The concerns 
were echoed by Sen. Michael Bennet (D-Co- 
lo). Sen. Mark Begich (D-Alaska) and Sen. A 1 
Franken (D-Minn).

» Dan Heinz: Everything is opt in. You have the 
option to deny access to everyone. Change your 
settings; it’s that easy. 

» Michael Andrews: Facebook is a social network- 
ing site. People should be aware of what they say 
about themselves or others. You can always go 
and change your privacy settings and if you still 
don’t like it there is nothing wrong with a little lie 
about who you are and what you do. 


» Ryan Miller: I understand why people are upset, 
but also don’t really get it. People choose to put 
that information online and know that Facebook 
hasn’t always had the best track record when 
it comes to this type of stuff. I think that a little 
blame is to be placed on both Facebook and its us- 
ers. If they don’t like it, they can delete their profile. 

» Mary Ann O’Rourke: Please don’t sneak in op- 
tions where the default is “allow.” That’s unfair. 


» Ryan Brinkerhoff: When a person volunteers in- 
formation to the Internet, the only defense against 
its theft or perceived misuse is their own savvy. 
Facebook is a for-profit business, and they are ex- 
ploring new ways to monetize their commodity: 
information. We elected Facebook to the presi- 
dency of social networking. We can wait for a new 
candidate or impeach the incumbent, but as long 
as they’re on top they can do basically whatever 
they want.
